restricted basis. The 60M bandplan will be the same as is authorized by the FCC, i.e. 
‘channelized' on the following frequencies only, USB only, 2.8 kHz maximum bandwidth, with 
a 50 watt pep ERP limit:

5332 kHz 5330.5 kHz 
5348 kHz 5346.5 kHz 
5368 kHz 5366.5 kHz 
5373 kHz 5371.5 kHz 


5405 kHz (common US/UK) 5403.5 kHz 
This 60M authorization is effective immediately." 


#2] "Effective immediately, the 40 meter band allocation has been expanded. A3 licensees are 
now permitted to operate from 7.0 to 7.2 MHz." 


Paul states, "The previous upper band edge was 7.1 MHz, so our 40M band just doubled in 
size! This additional allocation will allow us to work U.S. stations without having to work 
‘split’. 


The 7.2 -7.3 MHz segment may be opened later, on a secondary use basis. The IARU Region 3 
Bandplan permits this, but for the time-being, we will gladly content ourselves with the 
additional 100 kHz.
